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I. SPECIAL TOPIC. 
Great Britain and the U.S.S.R. 


From 12th May to 16th May a raid was carried out by a strong 
force of nolice on 49 Moorgate, in the City o@& London, occupied by and 
"known as Arcos Limited and the Russian Trade Delegation". The search 
warrant was granted under Section 9 of the Official Secrets Act 1911. 
Arcos is a limited liability company with Russian capital and was the 
first trading organization to be established after the resumption of 
Anglo-Soviet Trading relatione. The Russian Trading Delegation has 
offices in the same building. 

During the raid the strong rooms were forced open with the aid 
of pneumatic drills as members of the staff of Arcos refused to surrender 
the keys, emnloyees were searched, ani a large number of documents were 
examined. 
The Soviet Charge d'tAffaires, M. Rosengoltz, sent an official 
protest to Sir Austen Chamberlain on 12th May. This letter stated 
that the raid had been carried out in snite of the fact that in accord- 
ance with the Trade Agreement of 1921 the premises of the Trade Dele- 
gation, being the offices of M. Khinchuk, the Official Trade Agent of 
the U.S.S.R. in Great Britain, enjoyed diplomatic immunity (article 5 
of the Trade Agreement). These rights had been confirmed by the Foreign 
Office Note of February 16th 1927. The letter further stated that an 
emloyee of the Trade Delegation had been assaulted by the nolice and 
the nost addressed to the Official Trade Agent which had been brouzht 
by the couriers had been carried off in flagrant violation of Article 5 
of the Trade Agreement. 

On the following day M. Rosengolz called at the Foreign Office 
and had a conversation with Sir Austen Chamberlain. 

On 13th May in answer to Mr Arthur Henderson's request for 
further information, the Home Secretary stated that in consequence of 
information laid before him two days earlier he had granted permission 
to anynly to a magistrate for a search warrant. 

On May 16th the Home Secretary stated in the House of Commons 
that the information unon which permission to apply for a search warrant 
had been granted came from the Secretary of War.It was to the effect 
that a certain secret document was known to be in the posseséion of an 
employee of ArcoS. With the assent of the Prime Minister and the 
Foreign Secretary the police were given leave to apply for a warrant 
to search the whole building including the premises of the Russian 
Trade Delegation. The Eome Secretary stated that the missing document 
had not been discovered. 

Mr Godfrey Locker-Lampson stated that the ordinary dinlomatic 
immunity did not attach either to the personnel or to the premises of 
the Trade Delegation, which possessed only those privileges defined in 
Articles 4 & 5 of the Trade Agreement. 

These articles read as follows :- 
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Article 4. Each party may nominate such number of its nationals as 





may be agreed from time to time as being reasonably necessary to 
enable proper effect to be given to this Agreement, having regard to 
the conditions under which trade is carried on in its territories, ad 
the other party shall permit such persons to enter its territories, 
and to sojourn and carry on trade there, provided that either party 
may restrict the admittance of such persons into any specified areas, 
and may refuse admittance to or sojourn in its territories to any 
individual who is persona non grata to itself, or who does not comply 
with this agreement or with the conditions precedent thereto. 

Persons admitted in pursuance of this Article entering the terri- 
torities of their parties, shall, while sojourning therein for pur- 
poses of trade, be exempted from all compulsory services whatsoever, 
whether civil, naval, military, or other, and from any contributions 
whether percuniary or in kind imposed as an equivalent for personel 
gervice and shall have right of egress. 

They shall be at liberty to communicate freely by post, telegraph 
and wireless telegraphy, and to use telegraph codes under the conditions 
and subject to the regulations laid down in the International Tele- 
graph Convention of St. Petersburg, 1875 (Lisbon Revision of 1908). 

Each party undertakes to account for and to pay all balances due | 
to each other in respect of terminal and transit telegrams, and in | 
respect of transit letter mails in accordance with the provision of 
the International Telegraph Convention and Regulations and of the 
Convention and Regulationsof the Universal Postal Union respectively. 

The above balances when due shall be paid in the currency of either 
party at the option of the receiving party. 

Persons adinitted into Russia under this Agreement shall be permitted 
freely to immart commodities (except commddities, suci: as alcoholic 
liquors, of which both the impoortation and the manufacture are or may 
be vrohibited in Russia) destined solely for their household use or 
consumntion to an amount reasonably required for such purposes. 


Article 5. Hither party may appoint one or more official agents to a 
number to be mutually agreed unon, to reside and exercise their 
functions in the territories of the other, who shall personally enjoy 
all the rights and immunities set forth in the preceding Article and 
also immunity from arrest and search provided that either party may 
refuse to admit any individual as an official agent who is persona non 
grata to itself or may require the other party to withdraw him a@hould 
it find it necessary to do so on grounds of public interest or secur- 
ity. Such agents shall have access to the authorities of the country 
in which they reside for +he purpose of facilitating the carrying out 
of this Agreement and of protecting the interests of their nationals. 

Official agents shall be at liberty to communicate freely with ; 
their own Government and with other official representatives of their 
Government in other countries by post, by telegraph and wireless tele- 
graphy in cypher and to receive and despatch couriers with sealed bags 
subject to a limitation of 3 kilograms per week, which shall be exempt 
from examination. 

Telegrams and radiotelegrams of official agents shall enjoy any 
right of vriority over private messages that may be generally accorded 
to messages of the of€icial represengatives of foreign Governments 1H, w4 


























the United Kingdom and Russia respectively. 

Russian official agents in the United Kingdom shall enjoy the 
Same privileges in respect of exem-tion from taxation, central or 
local, as are accorded to the official representatives of other 
forejgn Governments. British official agents in Russia shall enjoy 
equivalent privileges which, moreover, shall in no case be less than 
t ose accorded to the official agents of any other country. 

The official axents shall be the competent authorities to visa 
the passports of nersons seeking admission in pursuance of the pre- 
ceding Article into tne territories of the parties. 


(Article 6). (Each party undertexes generally to ensure that persons 
admitted into its territories under the two preceding Articles shall 
enjoy all protection, rights and facilities which are necessary to 
enable them to carry on trade, but subject always to any legislation 
generally apnlicatble in tne resnective countries. ) 





On 17th May, M. Litvinoff, .the Assistant Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs handed to the British Charge d'Affaires at Moscow a Note 
of protest. Herein it was statec that the principles involved in 
Article V of the Soviet-British Trade Agreement had been vidlated by the 
British autnorities "in the grossest and most insulting manner". The 
Soviet Government considered that tne "nolice raid on a Government 
Institute of another State, apart from the question of treaty rights 
belonging to it, was a mest serious. act, without doubt jeop-ardising 
the further preservation of relations between the interested States, 
with all the ensuing consequences". The Note commlained that by refuse 
ing the revresentatives of the Trade Delegation the right to be present 
during the search an? to certify the authenticity of the jocuments taken 
away the police authority deprived the search of any formal significance. 
The Soviet Government categorically declared that the conduct of trade 
relations was vnossible only "on condition of the strict observance by 
the British Government of the Trade Agreement anc of the guaranteeing 
to the economic organs of the Union ef the Soviet Socialist Republics 
the possibility of uninterrupted, quiet and normal work". The Soviet 
Government reserved the right +o present cemands for satisfaction for 
violation by the British Government of its treaty obligations, for 
insults suffered, and for material losses caused by the action oi the 
nolice. 

The news of the raid caused great indignation in the U.S.5S.nH. 
On 14th May the Council of Trade and Industry of Congress or Soviet 
Socialist Republics adopted a resolution declaring that the situation 
created by the raid gave "no guarantee for the development of Anglo- 
Soviet trade relations". The Soviet Press hinted at a complete trade 
boycott. 
A statement was vromised in the House of Commons on 19th May 
by the Home Secretary, but it was later announced that it had not been 
nossible to examine the documents that had been seized and to decide on 
the consequences of what they revealed. Particulars of the documents 


seized were laid before the Cabinet by Sir William Joynson-Hicks on 
19th May. 
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With regard to the question of the diplomatic privileges 
enjoyed by the Soviet representatives Sir Austen Chamberlain circulated 
written replies to the House of Commons (May 19+th) in which he stated 
that some confusion had arisen owing to the fact that M. Khlopliankin, 
(M. Khinchuk's predecessor) was not only official agent under the Trade 
Agreement, but also Commercial Counsellor to the Soviet Mission. It 
was only in this latter capacity that he was entitled to diplomatic 
nrivilege - the official agent was only entitled to the privileges pro- 
vided for in the Trade Agreement. in revly to a request fromthe Soviet 
Charge d'Affaires that the name of IM. Khinchuk (who had become chairman 
of the Soviet Trade’ Delegation) should be »olaced on the divrlomatic list, 
the Foreign Secretary had stated that as M. Khinchuk cid not occupy a 
nost on the Soviet Mission he was not in a position to accede to this 
request. 
There was a further Cabinet meeting on May 23rd, and on 24th May 
the Prime “finister made a statement in the House of Commons. He stated 
that after montns of investigation it had become increasingly difficult 
to resist the conclusion that a group of secret agents endeavouring to 
obtain highly confidential documents relating to the armed forces of Great 
Britain were working on behalf of the Soviet Government and that they 
received their instructions from members of the Russian Trade Delegation, 
working at Soviet House. The Prime lfinister referred to the conviction 
early this year of a British subject for stealing two such documents and 
to the discovery of his connection with the Russian organization. He 
then spoke of an employee of the Russian Trade Delegation mamed Koling 
who had been recommended (as it anpeared from the discovery of secret 
staff records in the recent raid) to the delegation on the ground that he 
had been engaged in conveying secret communications abroad. In the 
ynossession of this man there had been found documents containing informa- 
tion and directions from the Red International cf Labour Unions to the 
Communist organization in Great Britain and America. Dy a comparison of 
these letters with a list of addresses it nad been establishea that the 
office of Arcos ani the Trade Delegation had been "hablitualiv used as 
clearing house for subversive corresyontence". In Koling's possession 
were also found a number of printed annlication forms for membership of 
the National Minority Movement. Another letter described the arrangements 
made for the training of Comnunist agitators on board Arcos ships, with 
a view to the subsequent dissemination by them oF subversive propaganda 
among the crews of british ships. Another document consisted of a list 
of secret cover addresses for communication with the Communist Parties in 
the United States of America, Mexico, South America, Canada, New Zealand, 
and South Africa. 

These and other documents which had been found proved the existence 
"under the direct control of the Soviet authorities" of a system for 
conveying subversive documents from Russians to various persons engaged 
in Communist activities in this and other countries. 

The Prime Minister stated that the evidence in the hands of the 


authorities proved that :- 
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(1) Both military esnionage and subversive activities

throughout the British Empire and North and South 
America were directed and carried out from Soviet House. 


(2) No effective differentiation of rooms or duties was 
observed as between members of the Trade Delegation and 
the emnloyees of Arcos, and both had bern involved’ 
anti-British esyionage and propaganda. 


He vonsidered that the Soviet Government could not "escape responsibility 
for the actions of the Trade Delegation and the abuses of the facilities | 
afforded it". One of the conditions of the Trade Agreement which laid 
iown that no official nronaganda should be carried out had been 
broken. 

The following portion of the Prime Minister's statement dealt 
with Soviet activities in China. In conclusion he stated that His . 
Majesty's Government had decided that, unléss the House expressed its | 
disapnroval on 26th May, "they would terminate the Trade Agreement, 
require the withdrawal of the Trade Delegation and Soviet Mission from 
Lonion, and recall the British Mission from Moscow". The legitimate 
use of Arcos would be unaffected by these decisions, and His Majesty's 
Government were prepared, while terminating the provisions conferred 
by Articles 4, 5, and 6, of the Trade Agreement to make all arrangements

It was announced on 15th May that an exchange of Notes had 
been made hetween the heads of the Italian and Albanian Governments 
on 26th Anril, 1927. The two Governments "desirous of solemnly 
affirming the solidarity and complete agreem ent existing between them 
on all questions which either may arise out of the Pact of Friendship 
and Security signed at Tirana on November 27th, 1926, or may in any 
way concern the relations hapnily existing between the two Governments 
have agreed upon the following declaration :- 

The Governments of Italy and Albania declare, that if requested 
either jointly or separately by oie or more Power to enter into nego- 
tiations which relate to the interpretation or application of the 
Treaty of Tirana, or the particination in it of third States, or whicl 
in any way affect the relations between Italy and Albania, neither of 
the two Governments will take part in such negotiations without previous 
consultation on the subject between Italy and Albania, or without a 
perfect agreement and a simultaneous narticipation of both countries 


in such negotiations". 





British Communication to Hankow. 
On 17th May, Mr Newton, the renresentative at Hankow of the

Minister at Hankow. This letter preceded ] Newton's withdrawal from 
Hankow. The letter stated that the Rri og Government, anxious not 


to disregard any regime which might eventually substantiate a claim to 
sneak on behalf of the Chinese nation or of an important section there- 
of, had gone out of its way to meet the aspirations which the Hankow 
Government had claimed to voice. The British Minister on arrival in 
China had had a frank discussion with Mr Chen and had dispatched a

Despite 
these evidences of good faith on the part of the British Government 
conditions in the areas then controlled fromHankow became so intolerable 
for British subjects that they had had to evacuate every port west of 
Hankow. The province of Hankow had been reduced to a state of 
almost complete anarchy.

May 13th: The Government ordered a new Presidential Election for 
22nd May. Colonel Ibanez, the Prime l‘inister, who recently became 
Vice-President accepted nomination for the Presidency. 
Vay 22nd: Vice-President Colonel Carlos Ibanez was elected Presi- 
dent of the Renublic. The Cabinet resigned. 








CHINA. 
May 13th: It was reported from Japanese sources that there were 


massacres af walthy Chinese in Hankow, and that Chinese merchants 
sought protection in the J-panese Concession. 

Admiral Sir Reginald Tyrwhitt left Shanghai for Hankow. 

It was announced that Mr Cc. C. Wu had assumed the office of Foreign 
Minister at Nanking ani a mandate was promulgated by the Nanking 
Government stating that Mr Eugen Chen had been relieved of the 
duties of Acting Foreign “Minister. 

The British compensation claims totalling £2,000,900 wich had 
been filed are now stated to relate to looting and destruction of 
British pronerty by Nationalist troops in Nanking instead of Hankow. 
May 14th: The U.S. ship "Pillsbury" was fired upon from Nanking, as 
were also i U.S. destroyer and H.M. destroyer "Sirdar" and a 
British steamer and several ships in a convoy. 

May 15th: A renort from Hankow stated that Yang Sen, the ruler of 











Szechwan (}who was resyonsible for the attack on the British ships 
at Wanhsien) had declared himself definitely against the Communists 
and was marching against Hankow.

May 15th:(Contd). Chiang Kai Shek sent troops across the Yangtze 
at Nanking to opnose the Northerners. 

Cantonese and Kiangsi divisions were stated to be moving through 
Hunan to join Chiang Kai-Shek in his attack on Hankow. 

Many Bolshevists were reported killed at Ichang by the troops 
of Yang Sen. 

Sir Miles Lampson, the British Minister to China, left Peking for 
Shanghai to confer with the British authorities there on the situation. 

Wu Pei-fu appealed to Chang Tso-lin for arms and munitions owing 
to the apnroach of Feng VYu-hsiang's troops through Honan. 

May 16th: Troops of Chiang Kai-shek occupied Pukow and the Northern 
forces under Sun Chuan-fang retirnd to Chucnow, 30 miles along the 
railway to the north. 

Fengtien troops and the Cantonese were renorted to be fignting at 
Chunatien, in Central Honan. 

The British steamer Lungshan was fired on while passing Whanpoa 
forts near Canton. No casualties occurred. 

The British, American and Japanese senior naval officers received 
a protest from Chiang Kai-Shek against the firing on Chinese troops 
in the neighbourhood of Kiangyin. A reply is being sent te the protest. 

Japanese destroyers were fired on at Wulungshen and Americans at 
Hsiakwan, in both cases the fire was returned. 

Considerable troon movements took place below Chinkiang, 

The Southerners commandeered 30 Chinese river boats on the Whangpoc 
river at Shanghai and took them to Kiangnan to await orders. 

Southern troops concentrated in large numbers at Fushan. 

The situation at Shanghai was normal. 

Sir Miles Lamnson left Shanghai. 

May 17th: Chinese reports in Peking stated that there was considerable 
military activity in Honan province, where Feng Yu-hsiang was reported 
to be attacking from the west, while Sheng-chi, the Tunan of Hunan, 
was moving from the east. 

It was reported that the advance of Chiang Kai-shek, who had crossed 
the Yangtze and occupied Pukow, had been checked 5 miles north of 
the latter nlace. 

Mr Newton, the British representative at Hankow left Hankow. He 
delivered a communication to lir Chen, the Hankow Government's foreign 
Minister. (See Notes & News). 

May 18th: Two Chinese cruisers belonging to the Northern cause bombardal 
the Woosung forts at the mouth of the Whangpoo river (Shanghai). 

The Jananese destroyer "Momo" proceeding to Hankow with the Japanese 
Foreign Office Mission on board, was fired on by Chinese troops at 
Chinkiang. The destroyer replied. 

May 19th: It was reported that martial law had been declared at Hankow, 




















which was surrounded by anti-"Red" treops including those of Yang 
Sen who was advancing from Szechwan. 

Chiang Kai-Shek left Shanghai for Nanking. 

The Yunnan Government was stated to have issued a proclamation 
giving Communists ten days in which to surrender.

May 20th: Anti-"Red" troons threatened Hankow where business wan 
entirely suspended and the Banks and rice shops closed. 
The Kuomintang authorities at Shanghai endeavoured to raise 
£3,750,000 by a levy on Chinese firms. 
It was reported that Feng Yu-hsiang's forces were again moving in 
West Honan, and that Chang Tso-lin's troops had established a base on 
the Lunghai Railway in order to safeguard their communications with 
Central Honan. 
The British Consul-General demanded payment of an indemnity for the 
damage caused by the firing on the British steamer "Lungshan" on the 
16th May, he also demanded punishment of the officer responsible and 
an apology fom the Commander of the fort. 
Yang Sen's troops landed from a Portuguese steamer 70 miles below 
Chenglin and joined up with the troops under She Tao Yin (anti-"Red"| 
and engaged Wuchang troops 15 miles from Hankow. 
Hupeh troops at Hanyang openly declared themselves to be Anti-"Red". 
Chiang Kai-shek's troops (Southerners) advanced 20 miles north of 
Pukow. Luchow fell into their hands. | 
Little damage was done to the Woosung forts by the bombardment from 
the Northern cruiser Hai Chi. 
The Hai Chi issued a challenge by wireless in English to the Southern 
ships to come out and fight in the vicinity of Fairway Buoy. 
The British Consulate at Chinkiang was visited by the Senior Naval 
Officer and the British Consul and was foun? to have been considerably 
looted. 
Sir Miles Lampson arrived at Shanghai. 
The U.S. A. destroyer "Preble" was fired upon irom the south bank 1 
above Kwachow and returned the fire. 
May 22nd: Mr Chen renlied to Mr Newton's communication breaking off 
relations with Hankow. 
It was renorted that Chiang Kai-Shek was pushing up the Pukow Railway 
to Pengpu. Feng Yu-hsiang made some progress along the Lunghai Railway. | 
A Kwantung army was stated to be marching through Hunan to attack the | 








Communists at Hankow. 
Vice-Admiral Sir Reginald Tyrwhitt arrived at Shangnai from Hankow. 
The British Consuiate has been withdrawn from Chinkiang. 

The Nationalist forces from Nanking advanced to Luho and drove back 

a detachment of Sun Chuan-fang's army, thereby threatening Sun's line 

of communications along the Grand Canal. 

May 23rd: The Shantung forces on the Pukow Railway withdrew to Kuchen i, 

and Chang Chung-chang removed his headquarters to Hsuchowfu. i 
The Shantung right which has been operating in North Anhwei is 

reported to have been withdrawn to the north. 

During a bombardment of the Nationalists by Sun Chuan-fang at the 
entrance of the Grand Canal opposite Chinkiang, a shell struck a 
Standard Oil storage tank and exploded a million gallons of kerosene. 

Two divisions of Fengtien troops advanced along the Lunghai Railway 

to Imang (Honanfu) and prenared an offensive against the Kuominchun, 

whose main force under Feng Yu-hsiang is renorted to be at Mienchin,

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IV. LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. 





The June Council. 
The Forty-fifth Session of the Council meets in Geneva on June 13th. 


A considerable part of the long agenda is simply routine work, but there 
are one or two important items as well. For example Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain has to present reports on two disputes. One between Greece and 
Bulgaria, and the other between Hungary and Roumania. In both cases 

it is honed that Sir Austen's mediation will reduce the friction. 

There is also an item which is certain to arouse considerable interest 
in the United States. Some time ago Dr Nansen, the League's High Com- 
missioner for refugees, drew up a scheme for the settlement of 50,000 
Armenians in the Soviet State in Erivan. The scheme fell through owing 
to the somewhat natural reluctance of financiers to invest their money in 
Soviet Russia. It was therefore decided to approach wealthy Armenians 
princinally in the United States and see whether they would subscribe 


the necessary funds. 





The Annual Conference of the I.L.O. 
The Annual Conference of the International-Labour Organisation begins 


at Geneva this week. The British delegates include Mr Humbert Wclfe, 
of the Ministry of Labour, Sir David Milne-Watson, representing the 
Employers, and Mr E. L. Poulton, representing the Employed. The three 
main subjects of discussion are Trade Union Rights, Health Insurance and 
methods of fixing minimum wages. 





The Economic Conference. 
The World Economic Conference has come to an end, and its three sub- 


committees on Industry, Commerce and Agriculture have presented their 
unanimous renorts. The Soviet delegation at first aroused considerable 
indignation by voting against the renoits, but were finally induced to 
abstain from voting against the complete renort of the Conference. [In 
this way the unanimity required by the procedure of the Conference was 
vreserved. The Turks also abstained from voting. The creation of a 
new International Economic Office has been strongly advocated throughout 
the Conference by delegates from Labour and Socialist Parties, but the 
Conference carefully wfrained from comnitting itself cn such a contro- 
versial subject. Altogether the Economic Conference has been one ol the 


most successful meetings ever held in Geneva.

I am instructed by the Committee of Management to 
inform you that negotiations have been concluded with the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs whereby a scheme of co-cneration 
has been arranged. 


The general outline of the scneme is that the Asso- 
ciation of International Understanding shall, by the courtesy of tue 
Royal Institute of International Affairs, have offices at Chatha. 
House, 10 St. James's Square, S.W.1i. In return, the Association 
undertakes to bring out the fortnightly Bulletin of International News 
in co-operation with the Institute and to supply such members of the 
Institute as shall desire it. A further feature of the scheme is 
that both bodies have agreed to render assistance to each other in 
the collection of material, ani in dealing with inquiries. Professor 
Toynbee, Director of Studies of the Royal Inatitute of International 
Affairs has ver’ kindly consented to supervise the production of the 
Bulletin, which from 13th June will be nrinted. 


The pronosed co-operation will take effect fron 
ist June, when the Associatinn will move to its new quarters, and it 
will remain in force for a period of one year, at the expiration of 
which the whole matter will again come un for discussion. 


It is honei that Members will derive considerable 
benevit in this further development of the Association. No aitera- 
tion will be made in the relations existing between the Association 
and its Members, and Members will continue to receive the publications 
issued from the Association according to the procedure which has been 
followed un to the vresent. The Association will preserve its 
independent entity, and the finances of the Association will be kent 
distinct from those of the Royal Institute of International Affairs.
